The history of roads is in a mea sure 
a history of civiliza tion. 
The ordina ry 
condition of the mea ns of com m unica ­ 
tion reflects fairly well the sta te of so­ 
ciety ex isting in tha t community . 
No person of ordina ry intellig ence 
now questions the utility of g ood roads. 
The only question in, how sha ll they 
bo constructed, and wha t will be the 
c ost. 
The ex perienc of over two thousa nd 
y ea rs 
ha s 
shown conclusively that 
there a re two essentia l conditions for a 
perfect wa g on road: 
1. 
A hard, smooth wa terproof sur­ 
face. 


2. 
A thoroug hly dry foundation. 
The Romans, as every one knows, 
were the first g rea t road 
builders. 
1’heir wonderful sy stem of perma nent 
hig hw a y s stretching from Rome to e v­ 
ery part of the va st empire, affords us 
ma ny sug g estions as to the mea ns to be 
used to obta in the desired end. 
As a m a tter of course the methods 
and pra ctices of one country a re ra rely 
a pplica ble to the conditions ex isting in 
a nother, as clim a te, 
-oil, 
popula tion, 
ma teria l, Ac., (all of which must be 
tak* n into considera tion 
in the con­ 
struction of our perma nent hig hw a y s) 
compel us to a da pt our methods to e x ­ 
isting circumsta nces. 
“ A t th e sa me 
time all ex perience tea ches us some­ 
thing , either to imita te, modify 
or 
avoid. ’ 
and we ma y profitably study 
the construction of the roads of the old 
world, lea rning from the ex perience of 
their best eng ineers wha t to oimita te, 
wha t to modify , and what to a void. 
For much of the da ta in this paper, 
1 am indebted to a work on the “ Roads 
and Pa vem ents in Fra nce” by 
Prof. 
Alfred Perkins Rockwell of the Ma ssa ­ 
chusetts Institute of Technolog y . 
In t h e improvement of our own w a g ­ 
on roads, w h i c h we a ll so ea rnestly de­ 
sire, our lirwt considera tion is,or should 
be, the g ra de. 
1 would not recommend the leveling 
of the hills and tilling the 
hollows to 
one continuous uniform g ra de, thoug h 
it could bo done at no very g rea t a ddi­ 
tional cost, for ex perience tea ches tha t 
it is much ea sier to haul a load over a 
g ently undula ting road, tha n even on a 
dead level; but the a dva nta g es of an 
ea sy g ra de a re too obvious to need 
mentioning . 
By an ea sy g ra de I mean a g ra de of 
sa v 5 in 
100, and never more tha n 8 
where it can he a voided.

new road, commissioners m ig ht some­

pla cing the two or three la y ers of the 
older sy stems with a sing le la y er from 
six to ten inches thick of sma ll broken 
stone as nea rly as pra ctica ble uniform f 
in size, which la y er sha ll be imperme­ 
a ble to w a ter.” This is the sy stem now ! 
in g enera l ise. and the one which I 
sha ll discuss. 
Ha ving esta blished the g ra de and 
prepared the m a teria l, our nex t stop is 
the prepa ra tion of the road bed for the 
reception of tho stone. 
On most of our 
hig hw a y s I a pprehend the rolling sur­ 
face of th e country atTords sufficient 
dra ina g e by m ea ns of the ordinary 
open side ditches. 
W here, 
however, 
the na ture of tho soil or other a dverse 
conditions necessita tes more thoroug h I 
modes of dra ina g e, there should 
be 
aid a t a depth of not loss tha n three 
feet, a line of tile a long the sides of ihe 
road, with g ood outlets wherever the 
na ture of the country will a dmit. 
If the tile is properly laid and upon 
the side of the road 
from which the 
seepa g e comes, it will ra rely be found 
necessa ry to use but one line of tiling .

W here g ra vel is a bunda nt and of 
ea sy access, it is probably the chea p 
est. and if properly used will m a ke 
a tisfa ctory covering . 
Hut it will re 
uire consta nt renewa l of fresh mater 
ial 
to keep the road in repair. 
It n 
poor economy to scra pe hack the g ra v 
1 tha t ha s been wa shed from the g ra v 
1 bed into the ditches to repa ir any 


r u t s tha t may ha ve worn into the road. 
Good, clea n, fresh g ra vel is chea per. 
Broken stone is bey ond question tin 
best ma teria l. 
The choice of the kind 
of rock to be used is very importa nt 
thoug h in most ca ses there is praeti 
c.illv 
but little choice, and the rock 
nearest a t hand will be used in prefer­ 
ence to the mere dista nt but 
better 
kind. 
Ha rdness, thoug h essentia l, 
is not 
the only qua lity ; for tho rock ma y bt 
ha rd and toug h and resista nt, or it raa> 
be hard and brittle and 
thus ea sih 
splinter under 
the 
blows of 
heavv 
wheels, so tha t a softer but toug her 
rock may prove in pra ctice the more 
ad va nta g eous. 
In Fra nce a sca le of qua lity from otu 
20 ha s been adopted in which 20 stands 
for the best. 
Rockwell sa y s the qua li 
ty ta ken in connection with the cost of 
the broken stone delivered on the road 
must evidently determ ine the economy 
of using one rock or a nother. 
Thus it would proba bly be economy 
to use tra p of qua lity 20 in preference 
to limestone of qua lity 8 , even if the 
cost of the former bo double that of the 
la tter. 
My own ex perenee is tha t toft, 
rotten stone is ex pensive a t any price. 
In this vicinity we ha ve but two kinds 
of rock: the blue or Trenton limestone, 
and the y ellow or Ga lena limestone. 
Fx perience only will determine which 
is the better. 
My opinion is the Ga l­ 
ena limestone is prefera ble, being less 
lia ble to splinter under hea vy loads, 
and less lia ble to be a ffected by frost. 


nea rly the sa m e convex ity of -mrfai 
tha t the finished road is to ha ve and 
about four feet wider. 
This will faci 
ita te tho dra ina g e of a ny wa ter that 
may find its way throug h tho covering 
of stone. 
'1’his convex ity of surfa ce for 
the finished road is a de » atable ques 
tion. 
Fx perience seem s to show tha t th 
more crowning th e road the more the 
tendency of tra vel to keep in the mid 
die, thereby forming two well defined 
ruts. 
To quote R ockwell ag ain: “ th 
surfa ce should be such tha t travel will 
use indifferently the whole width of 
the road. 
T he less th e convex ity tin 
more a dva nta g eous for travel. 
Tht 
g rea t secret for the ma intena nce of a 
stone road in g ood order, is to fa eili 
ta te tra vel over its whole width.” 
Ma ca da m adopted a convex ity of om 
inch to the y urd which would mean on 
a road 1* feet wide, the center would 
bo only 3 inches hig her tha n tho edg es. 


On newly 
built roads, however, th< 
pra ctice ha s been in our town to rriakt 
the convex ity a bout 2 inches to the 
y ard; tha t is, the center ten inches of 
stone and 
the edg es six inches for a 
six teen foot loa dwa y . 
This is for tin 
roug hly sprea d stone. 
The estirnati 
by the best eng ineers is tha t stone bro­ 
ken to 
pass throug h a 24 inch ring o< 
eupy from 50 to 00 tier cent of the bulk, 
thus lea ving from 40 to 45 per cent ol 
va ca nt spa ce between them. 
If then a 
ten inch la y er could be completely sol­ 
idified by persistent rolling it would re­ 
duce it to a thickness of less than six 
inches. 
But in our « practice 1 ha vt 
found tin» bulk to bo redued only about 
30 per cent, thus show ing tha t we do 
not g et our roads thoroug hly solidified. 
W here it is possible to do so, the bet 
ter pra ctice would 
be to thoroug hly 
roll the road before putting on any 
top dressing . 
Then a spread evenly 
ibout one inch of tine .screening s * r 
dean g ra vel over tho entire surface ol 
the road and roll a g a in. 
The hea viest 
roller within pra ctica l limits is tin 
>est: and th e g rea ter the compression 
tho more solid th e roadway .

this rolling bo done immedia tely after 
i ra im tho road would be g otten in con­ 
dition much ea sier tha n when dry . 


COST OF CONSTRUCTION, 


Sta tem ents of the cost of construc­ 
tion una ccompa nied by full deta ils in 
ea ch ca se a re very unsatisfactory and 
often m islea ding . 
So many elements 
enter into the problem, as the amount 
and kind of g ra ding , the a ccesibiiity of 
the ma teria l, the cost of the sa me in 
the quarry , price of labor, etc., tha t 
even an a pprox im a te sta tement ca nnot 
be made.

It was inovitab h* perhaps that the 
dou b le scou rge which has tu rned all 
ey es of pity toward India shou ld also 
have revived pu b lic discu ss ion of that 
pitiless topic, “ The su rvival of the tit- 
test. “ 
It is a cold and relentless phi­ 
losophy —b u t no more so than natu re 
herself—which is qu estioning tie1 u lti­ 
mate wisdom of seriou s interferomv 
with the natu ral calamities which are 
levastating the most jxtpu lou s sections 
of the British empire. The deb ate w liieh 
has l>egu n in the English press has 
b een su ggested b y su ch ob viou s qu eries 
as these: What part do these great epi­ 
demics and pern dieal famines play in 
the economy of natu re? Are1 they , after 
all. the u nmitigated evil which they 
appear to b e at close qu arters? Was D ar­ 
w in right or wrong in m aking these 
great natu ral visitations the b asis of 
his theory of natu ral selection— a the­ 
ory which 1 olds a most im portant place 
in th» ' evolu tion of the hu m an race? 
Cold l o gi c , softened b y any consider­ 
ations of hu man sy mpathy , has led some 
deb aters of these qu estions to conclu ­ 
sions which arc mu ch more creditab le 
to their heads than to their hearts. 
It 
is not, however, in any spirit of u n- 
charitab leness that the discu ssion has 
gone on. 
Now that the popu lar heart 
has lx*eu tou ched 
the ou tpou ring of 
English gold for the b enefit of the per­ 
ishing millions of ft ilow su b jects of the 
qu een empress makes one of the su b - 
limest spectacles in the history of hu ­ 
m anitarian ism. The English people are 
entitled, therefore, to discu ss some of the 
deeper social qu estions involved in tin* 
calamity withou t exposing themselves 
to the charge of shirking a du ty of char­ 
ity . 
The su b ject has also b e enforced 
u pon their attention in another way . 
The anti-British press in Gt rmany 
has recently attempted to hold the B rit­ 
ish au thoritie s in India responsib le b oth 
for the ravages of the fam ine in the in­ 
terior and for tl e spread of the plagu e 
m Bomb ay . 
These charges have* b een 
denied w ith a good deal < i heat and in­ 
dignation. Bu t the defenders of British 
ru le have proved too mu ch. The Times, 
for instance, said a day or two ago u p­ 
on this ]xlint: 
“ it is du e to British ru le and to 
nothing < Iso that the famine has not 
made itself felt u ntil so late a period, 
and that, notwithstanding an immense 
increase of the popu lation, it is now b e­ 
ing fou ght with su ccess. It needs no in­ 
q u iry to tell u s that the vast popu la­ 
tions of agrieu iTir.il India live u p very 
closely to the limits of su b sistence. 
That follows from their immemorial 
hab its, their traditions and their modes 
of thou ght. 
In fighting as we do the 
consequ ences of these things we are try ­ 
ing a gigantic experiment which ou r 
own su ccess makes more formidab le 
each time that a d> ficient rainfall stops 
Pt;e food su pply . We are insensib ly su b ­ 
stitu ting pru dential checks for the n at­ 
u ral ones which we have removed. This 
is proved b y the improvement in the 
general condition of the popu lation not­ 
w ithstanding its increase in nu mb ers. 
Bu t the process is a slow one. and the 
fu tu re of ou r Indian empire cannot b e 
regarded from an economical standpoint 
withou t grave anxiety .” 
The popu lation of India, 
as Lord 
George Hamilton remarked in parlia­ 
ment the other day , has increased du r­ 
ing the past 20 y ears b y 110 less than 
60,000,000. 
A small portion of this 
was b y annexation, b u t b y 
far the 
larger part was w ithin the old area. At 
that rate of inert ase, as The Times ob ­ 
serves, the day is not far distant when 
all the resou rces of the British empire 
will not su ffice to cope w ith a su cces­ 
sion of b ad seasons and a failu re of 
rains over an extended area. 
It is a r­ 
gu ed fu rther that the excellence of Brit­ 
ish ru le— the u nprecedented secu rity to 
life which it has Mipplied— has chiefly 
contrib u ted to this condition of over­ 
popu lation. 
In other words, British government 
in India has b een far too good. 
It has 
b rou ght ab ou t an ab normal condition 
which only a great dou b le catacly sm of 
natu re can set right. 
And now (Treat 
Britain and the charitab le world 
at 
large are doing their u tmost to thwart 
natu re in her necessary and inevitab le 
process. 
This cold b looded conclu sion is shock­ 
ing to every hu man sensib ility , b u t how 
it to lie escaped from? sav the casu ­ 
ists. 
It is a view which m ay perhaps 
b e adopted w ith eq u animity when it in­ 
clu des only the distant and imjiersou al 
millions of India, b u t how ab ou t it 
when it is applied to tin- teeming thou ­ 
sands in the east end of London, on the 
east side in New' York and in the slu ms 
of Chicago? 
The plagu e, althou gh it is far less se­ 
es! victims which it 
as thu s far claimed than its b rother 
c u r s e , the f.u niin . ju st now ob tains tin 
larger share of pu b lic attention. 
The 
eason is ob viou s— it is a direct menace 
to the w< r <i at kt/’ge, and it- s* .it 
1- in 
the coast city of Bomb ay , which is now 
i su b u rb of Eu re],.' instead of b eing 
hi d d e n 
in the u nknown interior 
The 
b acteriologists and other modern ene­ 
mies of tliis once omnipotent destroy er 
ire rapidly b ringing the resou rces of 
lienee to b ear a* 
im. 
Encou rag- 
b u t, 1 b ar, prematu re, n< ws of su c- 
sid< of m<tdt rn km >\\ ledge 
las already b een sent ou t, b u t in the 
lieantime a historical stu dy of the great 
¡cou rge has su ggested an 
interesting 
heory . 
It is said in general terms that 
the plagu e is a dirt dis< ase. 
One of the chief m atters of concern 
n dealing w ith the present pi tgu e situ - 
ition in India is the a ppr o a c hi n g 
au nu 
il pilgrimage to Mecca. This gathering 
>f the faithfu l—the most ignorant and 
he most dirty of the faithfu l— is, as is 


of tin* y ear from a sanitary i*» int of 
view. And y er .its arb itrary prohib ition 
wou ld b e a delicate and most dangerou s 
u ndertaking. 
The faith of Mohammedans, sis one 
w riter points ou t, iu the divine impor­ 
tance attaching to a pilgrimage to the 
holy shrine of the prophet and to the 
coveted title of “ ha ji.” which follows 
it, is b lindly strong and fanatical. They 
b e l i e v e indeed that the more difficu lty 
encou ntered and the more devastation 
created the more in proportion are the 
divine b lessings to l>e realized. 
To tell 
some wou ld Is* “ hajis” that their pil­ 
grimage to Mecca is likely to spread 
death 
throu ghou t 
non-Mohammedan 
cou ntries is to make them the more 
eager and determined to u ndertake it, 
since, in the opinion of the more igno­ 
rant. the great prophet’s prophecy can 
only b e consu mmated b y the annihila­ 
tion of all the “ u nfaithfu l.” 
The co-oi>eration of the su ltan, of the 
shall and of the emir of Afghanistan 
wou ld b e almost essential to the su c­ 
cessfu l prohib ition of the Mecca pil­ 
grimage, and it is extremely dou b tfu l 
if this cou ld l>e ob tained even b y strong 
diplomatic pressu re. 
The attem pt will 
prob ab ly In* made, however.— London 
Dispatch to New York Su n.
